Baltim ore, April 13.— Five gusher* a l­ 
ready in th e B eaum ont field is a record 
w hich is adding daily interest in the de* 
v dopm ents in the new oil region of 
Texas 
It seems to be generally recog­ 
nized th a t the great value of the oil is 
ifs quality as a fuel, placed by N ature 
Where it is capable fof doing the most 
good to th e greatest num ber at the 
least cost of production. T his is the po­ 
sition taken in an elaborate article, re­ 
view ing the w orld's oil trade, but hav­ 
ing special r Terence to the Texas situ a ­ 
tion, published in th is w eek’s M anufac­ 
turers R ecord and w ritten by a stu d en t 
of the oil situation 
from the broadest 
kind of a standpoint. 
He w rites: 
“ Un first im pression it would seem 
th a t as th e 
B eaum ont oil is chiefly a 
fuel oil it w ould be of secondary im per 
tance to th e higher grade oil, but w hen 
the relative dem and for fuel oil and re ­ 
fined oil are consider-*! it is evident th a t 
a fuel oil in the apparently inex h au sti­ 
ble q u an tities in 
w hich 
it ba* been 
found in the B eaum ont field, is of m uch 
m ore im portance and value than an il­ 
lu m in atin g oil in the com paratively lim ­ 
ited q u an tities th a t n atu re has provided 
it. 
The dem and for refined oil is to a 
certain ex ten t lim ited, and the supply 
at 
the present tim e is approxim ately 
equal to th e dem and, w hile th e dem and 
for fuel oil is practically unlim ited and 
the dem and has been m et in 
only one 
country, R ussia, w here the consum p­ 
tion of fai l oil now am ounts to more 
th an eight tim*-* the com bined con­ 
sum ption of all the refined o ils.” 
The w riter sketches the situation in 
th e oil fields of the U nited States, R u s­ 
sia, the 
D utch E ast Indies and other 
countries and retu rn in g to the study of 
th** B eaum ont field, w rites: 
“ I Lie special advantage w hich B eau­ 
m ont oil ha* over say other oil in the 
w orld is in the fact th at it can be pro­ 
duced and m arketed at a m inim um cost. 
B eing produced w ithin 18 m iles of a 
seaport it can be piped in to tank steam ­ 
ers at a cost as to be alm ost incalcula­ 
ble, an d it can be delivered a t the sea­ 
ports of th e U nited S tates, Mexico, the 
W est Indies, South A m erica aud 
E u­ 
rope at a e -t so low th a t no other fuel 
can be used iu com petition 
for steam 
purposes 
Fuel oil from w ells in the 
B eaum ont field can be piped to the sea­ 
board at P ort A rth u r aud run into tank 
steam ers at a total cost of production 
aud transportation not exceeding JO 
cents a barrel, aud, as 3 ^ barrels of oil 
are equal to one ton of coal 
for steam 
purposes, th is is equal to th e delivery 
of coal at th e seaboard a t a cost of 85 
cent* a ton. 
“ The location is specially ad v an ta­ 
geous for shipm ent to Mexico and th e 
W est Indies w hich are th e largest im ­ 
porters 
of A m erican 
coal, receiving 
nearly 80 per cent of all the coal th a t is 
exported, excepting th a t w hich goes to 
C anada. 
In considering th e export fe at­ 
ure of fuel oil and the advantageous lo­ 
cation of the B eaum ont field, the g row ­ 
ing im portance of N ew O rleans and 
G alveston as seaports should not be 
overlooked. 
These ports now stand re ­ 
spectively fourth and fifth in the value 
of th eir exports, w hich in each case 
am o u n t to m ore th an double th a t ol 
San Francisco and are only exceeded by 
N ew Y ork, Boston and B altim ore. 
“ T he coal used in the U nited S tate 
for steam aud in d u strial purposes i 
about 80 per cent of th e e n tire p re d a ­ 
tion. 
W herever fuel oil has com e m o 
com petition w ith coal for steam pu- 
poses, it has practcally driven coal fron I 
the field. 
It has done it in R ussia, ,t j 
is now doing it in C alifornia aud it w ll I 
do it w herever it com es in to com pel- I 
lion w ith coal, w hich has to be t r a s ­ 
port ed long d istan ces.” 
T he article treats of the B eaum ont MI 1 
as a supplier of w hatever deficiency in j 
th e fuel for th e southw est as w ellasjo r I 
foreign shipm ent iud says; 
“ T here is no question but th at tael 
oil, w hich can be put aboard vessels as 
cheaply as oil. from the Beaum ont fi»ld. 
can be delivered a t auy point in the 
U nited S tates th a t can be reached by 
w ater a t a price w hich w ill give it a 
great advantage over steam coal. 
It is 
ev id en t th at the m arket in this direc­ 
tion alone w ould absorb the entire pro­ 
duction of th e Texas oil field at a pricey 
w hich gives its use au advantage over 
coal 
T h at th is w ill be the case cannot 
bi1 doubted w hen it is considered how 
sensitive industrial works of every kind 
are to the cost of fuel, w hich is only 
second in im portance to w ater tran sp o r­ 
tal^!!! as a factor in the location and 
grow th of industrial ct liters, aud the 


sjightit advantage is im m ediately taken 
by alloneuiners.
